Dear  Don: 

We  have  reviewed  the  proposed  vacation  of  Liberty  Drive  between 
Lower  Huntington  Road  and  Waynewood  Drive  and  have  no  particular 
objection  to  the  proposed  vacation  providing  the  necessary  util- 
ity easements  are  provided  for. 

The  street  is  presently  being  used  to  some  degree  although  most 
of  the  traffic  using  the  street  is  a result  of  motorists  attempt- 
ing to  miss  the  traffic  light  at  the  intersection  of  Lower 
Huntington  Road  and  the  Bluff ton  Road. 

The  most  serious  objection  I can  see  to  the  vacation  is  that  a 
small  percentage  of  the  traffic  uses  the  street  as  an  access  to 
Lakewood  Park  Addition.  However,  since  Lakewood  Park  is  readily 
accessible  from  Bluffton  Road  as  well  as  from  the  east  through 
Lake  Shores  Addition  - this  does  not  appear  to  be  too  serious  of 
an  objection.

Gentlemen: 

Enclosed  are  remonstrances  signed  by  the  residents  of 
Lakewood  Park  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  in  opposition 
to  the  referenced  resolution.  Also  enclosed  is  a remonstrance 
signed  by  the  residents  of  Liberty  Gardens  Addition  also  in 
opposition  to  the  resolution. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  remonstrances  from  Lakewood  Park 
Addition  show  signatures  representing  80  of  the  landowners  in 
the  addition,  and  that  of  the  86  total  homes  in  the  addition, 
two  are  property  rentals  and  the  owner  of  one  is  hospitalized 
and  unable  to  sign;  there  were  but  three  homes  from  which  signa- 
tures were  refused.  This  certainly  indicates  an  over-whelming 
opposition  to  the  proposed  resolution. 

Several  reasons  are  apparent  for  the  opposition  to  this 
proposed  resolution.  The  first  opposition  is  that  Liberty  Drive 
is  a main  East-West  artery  of  traffic  from  Lakewood  Park  Addition 
and  Liberty  Gardens  Addition  to  the  Lower  Huntington  Road  and  is, 
in  fact,  the  only  access  to  the  Lower  Huntington  Road  from  the 
area.  The  passage  of  this  resolution  would  inconvenience  the 
entire  area.  The  landowners  in  this  addition  built  their  homes 
upon  the  premise  that  they  would  have  free  access  to  the  Lower 
Huntington  Road  as  well  as  to  the  Bluffton  Road,  and  for  the  city 
at  this  time  to  deprive  them  of  the  access  of  the  Lower  Huntington 
Road  would  be  to  set  a precedence  that  in  future  years  would 
leave  doubts  in  the  minds  of  developers  and  landowners  as  to 
their  access  to  public  thoroughfares. 

The  closing  of  Liberty  Drive  also  would  create  a serious 
traffic  condition  upon  the  Bluffton  Road  and  would  create  a 
serious  traffic  hazard  for  people  in  Lakewood  Addition  and  Liberty 
Gardens  Addition.

Traffic  conditions  upon  the  Bluffton  Road  are  such  that 
it  is  only  with  extreme  caution  and  at  times  a bit  of  daringness 
that  one  is  able  to  execute  a left  turn  on  to  the  Bluffton  Road. 

The  nearness  of  the  traffic  signal  at  the  Bluffton  Road  and  the  Lower 
Huntington  Road  often  backs  up  traffic  to  such  an  extent  on  the 
Bluffton  Road  that  a left  turn  on  to  the  highway  is  impossible. 

Liberty  Drive  is  widely  used  by  the  school  buses  servicing 
the  area  to  wit: 

Maplewood  School,  Elmhurst,  Kekiogan,  and  Parochial  schools 
and  such  drive  is  used  as  an  exit  from  the  area  in  order  that 
it  will  not  be  necessary  to  turn  into  the  Bluffton  Road  for  the 
safety  of  the  students  benefiting  by  these  school  buses.  It  is 
imperative  that  Lakewood  Drive  remain  open  as  a thoroughfare. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  citizens  of  this  area  that  the  petition 
fails  to  accurately  describe  the  problem  alleged  and  that  said 
problem  was  created  by  the  petitioner  itself.  The  petitioner 
alleges  that  there  is  no  marked  street  area  within  the  block  asked 
to  be  vacated,  but  an  observation  of  this  block  will  clearly 
show  that  it  is  due  to  the  petitioner* s own  use  of  the  block 
that  said  block  does  not  have  a well-defined  street.  The  land- 
owners  of  the  area,  many  of  whom  are  parents,  recognize  the 
inherit ant  dangers  of  traffic  to  children,  but  they  further 
recognize  that  the  petitioner  can  well  solve  the  problem  by 
adequate  supervision  of  the  children  in  its  care,  and  if  necessary, 
by  the  use  of  a fence.  The  petitioner  has  adequate  land  available 
that  playground  facilities  can  be  provided  other  than  through 
the  vacated  Liberty  Drive. 

Liberty  Drive  has  existed  as  a thoroughfare  for  the  public 
use  since  approximately  1918,  while  the  Church  of  St.  There se 
has  existed  since  approximately  1945*  It  would  be  a grave  injust- 
ice that  all  the  people  of  the  area  be  made  to  suffer  in  order 
that  this  one  group  might  benefit.  Therefore,  the  Lakewood  Park 
Home  Owners  Association  and  all  the  signers  of  remonstrances 
herein  attached  do  respectfully  request  that  the  resolution  No. 
1046-1961  not  be  passed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Words  and  that 
Liberty  Drive  not  be  vacated  and  that  it  remain  in  use  for  the 
general  public  to  use  and  enjoy.
